Board Buys 
400 Acres 

The University of West Virginia 
Board of Trustees have approved the 
purchase of the 400-acre lower farm 
in Mineral County by Potomac State 
College in the amount of $350,000. 

President Joseph M. Gratto an- 
nounced the purchase of the farm in 
June following the Trustees’ monthly 
meeting. 

Potomac State has leased this 
property from the Mineral County 
Commission for the past 34 years. 
The lease had been placed in jeopardy 
three years ago when the county 
commissioners considered selling the 
farm as an industrial site. 

After a meeting with Dr, Gratto 
and other college officials, who ex- 
plained the importance of the farm to 
the agricultural program, the tentative 
industrial development plans were de- 
layed to allow time for the college to 
seek funding to purchase the proper- 
ty- 

The commissioners agreed at that 
time to assist the college in its pur- 
chase by allowing the rent of $4,000 
annually to be applied toward the 
purchase price. 

Dr. Gratto noted that the sale en- 
tails two staff requirements to verify 
the programmatic need and to verify 
the appraisal before the transaction 
can be completed. 

He explained that the funds already 
exist for the purchase of the farm in 
the Trustees’ miscellaneous capital 
acquisition reserve account. He felt 
the board was rather kind since it will 
take about half of that reserve to 
complete the purchase.

The fields of computer 
science and office technology 
are rapidly changing, and the 
rate of change far exceeds the 
ability of the State of West 
Virginia to provide the funds 
needed to keep pace.

Legislature Leaves PSC/WVU Ties Untouched 


State legislators took no 
action during their 1990 ses- 
sion to sever Potomac State’s 
ties with West Virginia Uni- 
versity as had originally been 
proposed in a study done for 
Governor Caperton. 

The decision to allow Po- 
tomac State’s long-standing 
association with WVU to 
continue came after a study 

and report conducted by the 


West Virginia Department of 
Education and the Arts Sec- 
retary Dr. Stephen Haid and 
his staff. 

"This is the outcome we 
had desired," said President 
Joseph Gratto. He noted that 
since the mission of the col- 
lege has been reaffirmed by 
the legislature, the college 
can now explore working 
with the South Branch Tech- 


nical Center in Petersburg 
and the James Rumsey Voca- 
tional/Technical Center in 
Martinsburg to develop or 
upgrade some of their voca- 
tional programs to college 
status. 

During the study members 
of the community as well as 
faculty, alumni, and students 
spoke emphatically in favor 
of remaining with the Uni-

Facilities Changing 


The old college power- 
house, later the chemistry 
building, then the psychology 
building and most recently 
the Language House, will 
take on new life this fall 
when its renovation and con- 
version into a dispensary is 
complete. 

The upper level of the 
building will be a handi- 
capped - accessible facility 
with a waiting room, nurse’s 
office, and three modem exa- 
mining rooms. The lower 
level will be reconfigured to 
provide a waiting lounge and 
two offices for counselor use. 

Since the dispensary is 
currently located in Memor- 
ial Hall, one suite of that 
facility will be recovered, 
providing 4 additional res- 
idence spaces for men. Rey- 
nolds Hall, which has been 
operated as a coed residence 
for some years, will become 
an all women’s residence 
once again, increasing wom- 
en’s residence space by 32, 
but reducing men’s spaces by 
a similar number, a few of 
which will be recovered by 
the removal of the dispensary 
from Memorial. 

Season Tickets 
Made Available 

For the first time the Athle- 
tic Department will offer 
booklets of season tickets for 
both the 1990 football season 
and the 1990 - 91 basketball 
season. 

. Football booklets offer 3 
tickets, to home games for $5 
while the men’s basketball 
booklets include 10 tickets for 
$15.

Commencing 1091, reno- 
vation of Memorial Hall will 
be undertaken. Over a several 
year period, the heating sys- 
tem in Memorial Hall, which 
serves both Memorial and 
Davis will be replaced with a 
more modem and compact 
system. This may permit both 
of these facilities to be air 
conditioned so that the cam- 
pus can be used more exten- 
sively in the summer for con- 
ferences, elder - hostels and 
other appropriate activities. 
A side benefit of the project 
will be the recovery of the 
large utility area, which oc- 
cupies half of one floor of 
Memorial. This area can then 
be converted to residence 
space, adding 12 or more 
handicapped - accessible spa- 
ces. 

Other on - going campus 
capital investments this year 
include a summer project to 
paint the exterior trim on 
college buildings, further up- 
grading of the campus light- 
ing, new roofs for die dining 
hall, maintenance shop and 
Academy Hall, and the de- 
velopment of a parking lot in 
the area adjacent to Lough 
Gymnasium and the water 
tower. This lot belongs to the 
City of Keyser.

Shakespeare 

Conference 

Potomac State College 
hosted the 17th annual con- 
ference of the Shakespeare 
and Renaissance Association 
of West Virginia at the 
Church-McKee Arts Center 
April 20-21. 

Scholars who delivered pa- 
pers at the conference came 
from West Virginia Universi- 
ty, Marshall University, 
Bowling Green University, 
Southern Connecticut State 
University, Duquesne Uni- 
versity, Duke University, the 
University of Delaware, the 
University of Akron, and 
Wilkes University. 

The keynote address of the 
conference, "The Subversive- 
ness of Shakespeare," was 
given by Professor Sam 
Schoenbaum, internationally 
famous Shakespeare scholar. 

Professor Schoenbaum has 
written numerous books and 
articles, including two stan- 
dard biographies: "The Lives 
of Shakespeare" and "Wil- 
liam Shakespeare: A Doc- 
umentary Life", both for Ox- 
ford University Press.

Dr. Joseph M. Gratto, 
president of the college, an- 
nounced in May that intercol- 
legiate football will remain 
on the athletic schedule for 
1990.

affairs director at the College, a post 
she held for 25 years. Under her 
guidance the Alumni Association un- 
derwent a reorganization and grew 
from a file of 400 names to well over 
9,000. The Potomac State College 
Foundation was established shortly 
after her arrival. She helped greatly in 
nurturing it to more than $500,000 in 
investments at her retirement. 

A Keyser native, she is a graduate 
of both Keyser High School and 
Potomac State College. After her 
marriage to Dr. Robert T. Coffman, 
she moved to Baltimore where she 
attended Strayer Business College 
and held positions as a secretary, 
bookkeeper, and an office rflachines 
instructor. She also served as a substi- 
tute organist through the Peabody 
Choir Bureau. 

Mrs. Coffman, who marked her 
silver anniversary on the staff at her 
retirement, served under five adminis- 
trations at the College. The dream of 
establishing an alumni office and a 
foundation to serve Potomac State, 
came to fruition in the presidency of 
Dr. Ernest E. Church (1936 - 64). 
Continued support was given by Pres- 
ident Todd H. Bullard (1964-70); 
Executive Dean Dr. Harold C. Doster 
(1970-73); Dr. A. Gordon Slonaker 
(1973-77); and Dr. James L. McBee, 
Jr. (1978-87). 

When Mrs. Coffman began her 
duties, the Alumni Association was 
$650 in the red by virtue of awarding 

scholarships without funds. When she 
retired the Potomac State College 
Foundation awarded $36,000 in scho- 
larships to 56 students. 

Her personal efforts were immedia- 
tely apparent with the Alumni Asso- 
ciation participating in Homecoming 
parades for the first time, holding 
colorful luncheons at Homecoming in 
the Kelly Armory, decorating display 
cases with alumni memorabilia, as 
well as her warm reception Of alumni 
who came to visit the campus. 

Without the aid of a computer she, 
along with other Association officers, 
had to address mailing labels to over 
9,000 former students each time there 
was a mailing. She also always pre- 


pared the "Alumni In the News” 
section of each NEWSLETTER, 
which required her researching stacks 
of newspapers for items about alum- 
ni. She also wrote the sections dealing 
with births, deaths, and weddings. 

Then there were the many hours 
standing up at Keyprint Printing 
Company to collate NEWSLETTER 
pages and to do folding. 

When the U.S. Post Office an- 
nounced the use of ZIP codes as 
mandatory for 3rd class mailings, she 
not only had to prepare a ZIP code 
file, but also add this information to 
the main file, the alphabetical file, the 
geographical file, and the maiden file. 

It was also her responsibility to 
find volunteers to help fold, sort, and 
bundle the NEWSLETTER according 
to postal specification for third class 
matter. 

In addition to her office duties, she 
was organist many years at convoca- 
tions and commencement exercises 
and served on occasion as accompa- 
nist for the Potomac State Singers. 

She continues to be organist for the 
Trinity Lutheran Church in Keyser, 
which recognized her last year as 
having served in that capacity for 
over 50 years. She also served as 
director of both the Junior and the 
Young People’s choirs at the church 
for many years. 

Her two daughters Nancy Lee 
Howard, Newport News, VA, and 
Barbara Gellner, St. Marys, WV, are 
alumnae of the College as well as 
West Virginia University. Mrs. Coff- 
man’s brother Richard Sliger, former 
president of the Alumni Association, 
resides in Frederick, MD. She has 
five grandchildren, Christopher and 
Merrilee Howard, and Jamie, Bobby, 
and Matt Gellner. 

The Alumni Association and the 
Foundation were very fortunate to 
have a dedicated alumna of die Col- 
lege give herself unselfishly to pro- 
mote the work of both groups and to 
have them functioning well when she 
retired.

Medicine, has achieved national re- 
cognition as a pediatric heart surgeon. 

A Keyser native, he is a graduate of 
that high school. After graduating 
from from Potomac State in 1970, he 
transferred to West Virginia Universi- 
ty where he earned a bachelor of arts 
degree in 1972. He was graduated 
from the WVU School of Medicine in 
1976. 

He was among the first inductees 
to the Keyser High School Legion of 
Honor in November, 1989. At PSC he 
was president of Sigma Phi Omega 
Honor Society, secretary of Circle K 
and a member of Roth Military Honor 
Society. He was elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa, arts and sciences honorary, at 
West Virginia University. 

An article in the Fall 1989 issue of 
"Outreach," a publication of the Uni- 
versity’s School of Medicine, quotes 
the chairman of pediatrics. Dr. Wil- 
liam Neal, "There is no finer chil- 
dren’s cardiovascular surgeon in the 
world. He has outstripped his men- 
tors.” 

Dr. Gustafson, not yet 40, has been 
out of medical school only 14 years, 
and 7 1/2 years of that time has been 
devoted to residency training and a 
fellowship. By 1984 he was board 
certified in both surgery and thoracic 
surgery. More than 1,000 children 
have benefited from his skill. He is a 
Fellow in the American College of 
Surgeons and belongs to several other 
medical associations. 

He is nationally recognized for his 
success rate in repairing a congenital 
heart defect known as hypoplastic 
left-heart syndrome, the same defect 
' that brought the renowned Baby Fae 
case to the attention of the world. 
Only two other centers in the United 
States are known for this surgery, and 
they are in major metropolitan areas. 
Dr. "Gus" does about 175 surgeries a 
year. 

Since 1986 he has presented papers 
throughout the country. Last Novem- 
ber he received the President’s Award 
of the Southern Thoracic Surgery 
Association, to which he belongs, for 
the best paper presented at the 
group’s annual meeting. In addition. 
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his papers to the West Virginia Chap- 
ter of the American College of Sur- 
geons have been awarded First Prize 
three times. 

Dr. Gustafson began a general sur- 
gery residency at the WVU Hospital 
in 1976 following his graduation from 
medical school. He was chief resident 
in 1980-81 after which he began a 
thoracic surgery residency. 

By June of 1983 he had finished 
the program and was off to the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital Medical Center in 
Boston for a pediatric cardiac fellow- 
ship. There he worked with Dr. Aldo 
Castaneda, who originally devised the 
surgery for palliation of hypoplastic 
left-heart syndrome. 

He has served on many committees 
at West Virginia University. His pre- 
sentations to various medical so- 
cieties number well over fifty. With 
other colleagues, he has written four- 
teen scholarly papers and has written 
chapters on his specialty for medical 
textbooks. 

Dr. Gustafson, noting that Dr. Cas- 
taneda was the only surgeon in the 
United States performing the opera- 
tion at that time, said, ’T went to 
Boston as a kid who had never been 
any place except West Virginia. What 
I found was that I could hold my head 
up and could do as good a job as 
anyone from the Ivy League or grad- 
uates of the best world programs." 

Dr. Gustafson continued, "I was 
bom in West Virginia. I went to 
school in West Virginia, and I have a 
strong desire to succeed in West 
Virginia. I decided to do my part to 
convince the country that West Virgi- 
nia can do good things." 

Dr. Neal credits Dr. Gustafson’s 
success not only to his technical 
credentials but also to his persistent 
attention to detail. Neal says of him, 
"He is very patient with families and 
seems to get along well with the 
children ana the parents.” 

Gustafson says he loves what he is 
doing. "I. think that’s what sustains 
me. I have never viewed it as a job. 
Rather it is fun, intellectually de- 
manding and challenging. Most of all 
I enjoy the opportunity to help chil- 
dren and parents through difficult 
times." 

He and his wife Lisa Lynn have 
three children, Jeffrey, Lindsey and 
Ashley.
